The Arabic was torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine and is reported to have 
gone down within eleven minutes after 
she was struck.

A cable 
message from London on March 27, said 
the steamer had been pursued by a Gei'- 
inan submarine in the Irish sea on the 
voyage which ended on that day. Ac- 
cording to this account a periscope was 
sighted as the steamer went in from 
St. George's channel and it soon became 
obvious that a hostil submarine was in 
pursuit. The Arabic put on full steam 
and outdistanced the submarine. 


On the occasion of the apparent at- 
lempt to dynamite 
the. Arabic last 
lûonth, the explosive, which was dis- 
covered by a private detective, was con- 
ccaled under a settee in the woman's 
parlor in the cabin amidship. No. fuse, 
detonator or wiring was attached to the 
dynamite, which apparently had been 
placed there some time before. Axthior- 
ougli search of the liner was made by 
detectives before she sailed on her last 
(aetward trip on July 28, but no ex-, 
plosive' was found. 


The Arabic has been utilized to carry

First Detailed Report to Come Out of 
Galveston is Sent by Newspaper 
Man Who Reached City. 


Reports that up to noon today trickled through to the outside world frote 
thé southeast Texas districts swept by the West Indian hurricane, served to 
increase the probable number of dead, but placed estimates of property loaa 
several xnillion dollars under the figures variously given. Belated reports, sev- 
eral of which were unconfirmed, sent the total of dead above 400, while today'a 
reports indicated the property damage would be less than $15>000,000 all told, 
with Galveston and Houston the heaviest sufferers. A newspaper correspond- 
ent returned from Galveston with the estimate that property damage there 
would te about $10,000,000. Estimates based on 
reports 
received ~ in DalUii 
placed the Galveston ^mage as low as $3,000,000. 


In Houston property valued at 81,-000,000 to $2,000,000 was destroyed. The 
list of reported dead fluctuated as the hours passed, and it was believed prob- 
able that the exact number of dead could not be definitely determined» 


The dredge, Sam Houston, was reported lost

persons, and tbe 
dredge, San Jacinto, with a crew of 5O, was missing and believed to be lost. 
Tlurty persons who boarded a steamer at Port Bolivar light bouse, were be- 
lieved to have perished when the vessel broke her moorings and drifted out-in- 
to the gulf. No word bad been received from 100 persons marooned on Marsli 
island, 150 miles southwest, of Hew Orleans. 


In addition to thiese reports a number of vessels that were out in the gulf 
when the hurricane struck, were yet unreported and other tugs and steamers 
were known to have been lost, although no infornuition as to the loss of life 
on them was available. 


Thiit Galveston did not suffer a worse fate than in the storm of fifteen 
years ago was ascribed by ber citixens to the costly sead wall built by the city 
against just such a jpisfrter as. tbe pr sent one.

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What of the Mayor's 
Project 


This newspaper believes the people of Fort Wayne Avould like 
to hear more of a project tentatively advanced by Maj'or Hosey some 
months ago for establishing a dam in the Maumee river at the edge 
of or below the city for the purpose of gaining a higher and -stead- 
fast stage of water in the three rivers of Fort Wayne during the 
warmer months. 


As we recall it, the mayor proposed a removable dam of some 
ten or twelve feet at the Anthony boulevard bridge. 
Such a dam, 
it was considered, w^ould raise the stage of water in the St. Mary's 
?:iver to a considerable distance above Foster park and in the St. 
Joe for a long way. Such a raising of the water would make all the 
three streams within the city navigable at all times for pleasure, 
gave when the coming of winter should dictate a removal of the dam. 
It would create a large and fiwe "pool at the confluence of the St. 
Joe and St. Mary's and nicely jSll the banks of the streams entirely 
through the city, 


IMayor Hosey's idea was not all that pleasure would be placed 
witjiin reach of the people, for he had in mind that by raising the 
waters of the streams the growth of vegetation in the channels and 
the encroachments of private property upon the embankments 
would be to a great extent prevented. We believe public interest in 
this project could be aroused. It is a design that would confcr many 
benefits.

In London financial circles there is 
taJííí that Great Britain will soon draw 
on her colonial reserves to strengthen 
the New York exchange rate.

change rate. If the losses in exchange

financial 
situation growing out of the 
war, unprofitable, the 
Bank of Eng- 
land will 
lindoubtedly make further 
shipments of gold and securities to this 
country.

and be 
shot at by a foe? 
What are the feelings and sensations 
of the men under Are? 


Truly, If a master writer with all 
the versatility of a Charles Dickons, 
a Poe, a Muhlbach, a Balzac—were 
to tell you in the most gloAviug and 
expressive language the world has 
known in its literary history, he still 
would fall short of the mark. 


I can only sum the terriffic gun- 
fire up in the following words: 


"You hear the blamed 
thing for 
what 
seems a half hour before it 
hits the earth and all the time you 
don't know it isn't going to hit you. 
And if it does there isn't going to be 
left 
so 
much as a stain of you; 
you're 
going 
to . vanish 
an ugly 
splash 
of flying earth as if you'd 
aever been. 


"No whisper and buzz about the 
shell. No—it begins with a hungry 
howl, a maniac fury of outcry that 
swells deliberately to a thunderous 
and deafening fury of noise in which 
one can neither think nor act. It is 
the venom and blood lust of the war 
made audible; it is death set to 
music. 


"Imagine hell orchestrated 
and 
¡)layed by a German band—that is 
:he noise of the shell going over a 
trench where men stand in fear not 
Df death, but in nine cases, perhaps, 
ttut of ten of not being hit when they 
hilly expect to pass out of the woild 
iirithln sL few minutes." 


That is how men at the front de- 
scribe 
their 
experiences 
in the 
trenches. 
Fighting practically sev- 
en days a week 
in all kinds 
of 
weather, with shrapnel hissing over 
their heads and then breaking with 
a tiirrible shriek that pierces one's 
Boul, these men 
undergo the most 
terrible adventures of the war.

How many of them go insane? 
That is a fact that 
never will be 
known. Physicians say that men 
who brood probably will lose their 
mind. Yet these men in the trenches, 
be they Austrians, Germans, Rus- 
sians or French—they have nothing 
to think but unpleasant thought. On 
one hand there is the home, the chil- 
dren and wife 
to think about, to 
ponder over their welfare and to 
hope for a letter from them, and on 
the other there is the ever present 
enemy to think of. , 
, 


Soldiers returned from the front 
detcrilie the trenches as the most 
uneleajfi and unsanitary places they 
have ever seen. Men get no oppor- 
tunity to take a bath. When the war 
started the allies were several weeks 
without getting an opportunity vo 
cleanse themselves,. although-Ger- 
niany, witn her magniticent sy.9tem 
or preparation, had foreseen and 
ta::eD care of such things. 


At present there 
are -thousands 
dying in Servia from typhus fever, 
;;tbat dreadful.disease born of jPlih, 
that yield« not to medical vreatment. 
•Tophus is directly due to uacl3anli- 
and'^flnds its 
\-iciirns in ship 
^B^ prlobps and trenches. 
It is 
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carried by a body parasite and once 
one man has developed it, it is ab- 
solutely 
certain 
that others will 
fall victims if other precautions are 
not quickly taken.

Thus for the dangerous features 
of the trench warfare. As to the he- 
roism, listen to this talc of a French 
soldier 
who 
has 
fought 
in the 
trenches. 


"In two days we were at Soissons, 
and immediately we were sent to the 
trenches. That was in August. Now 
at that point I must confess that life 
in the trenches was not very excit- 
ing. 
Since September 
both sides 
have held about the same positions, 
with the exception of the incident in 
January, when the river rose, car- 
ried off a bridge, and left part of our 
force on its further side. The Ger- 
mans 
immediately 
attacked, 
and 
forced the French back over to the 
main body. 
• 


"It should be explained that one 
reason for the apparent inactivity 
at Soissons was the fact that in their 
march on Paris German engineers 
had taken the precaution to prepare 
trenches in the quarries, situated on 
a high plateau. 
Granite trenches 
are something whose taking would 
require the sacrifice of a tremendous 
number of men. 
The French gen- 
erals, following Joffre's policy 
of 
saving his soldiers and wearing^ out 
the enemy nibbling, think that in 
time they will be able to surround 
ihe plateau. • 


J.'Most of the-while in the trenches 
in those days it was a case of mak- 
ing the time pass. We iflaj^ed cards 
to the accompaniment 
of 
shells 
screaming overhead or 
tearing up 
the earrh in the trench. 
Whenever 
the explosion would btiry some of 
our soldiers we would dig them out 
again and resume, our ocoupatitms, 
the effort being always to keep in 
good humor. 
We became hardened 
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to the visits of the shells, and used 
to crack Jokes aad 
make wagers 
about where they 
would land. 
In 
fact, at one point we were so near 
the German trenches that we used 
to crac^ jokes with the Germans. A 
feeling of iiuman solidarity ^ew up.

"One day I got lost in a 'voyau,' or 
communicating trench 
and 
came 
near not being here. 
I had been 
sent back to the third line to bring 
food, and the first thing I knew I 
found myself in the open country. 
Immediately shells 
began to burst 
about me. 
Now, when I was first 
drilled I was instructed that the im- 
portant thing about screening one's 
self was to be able to take advan- 
tage of any accidental shelter af- 
forded by a rock. It seems incredi- 
ble, but a stone six times as big as 
one's fist will absolutely hide your 
body if you lie behind it, and at a o o 
meters an observer 
cannot detect 
you. I threw myself flat, and began 
to cast about for a stone that large. 
It was remarkable how few rocks 
wére on the surface at* that point. 
Finally- 
I 
discovered 
one, 
and 
dragged myself behind it. 


"I cannot tell you how long I lay 
there, but when I discovered I Avas 
still alive, I began to drag myself 
away 
by the elbows, 
and finally 
found myself in a trench again. My 
comrades did not recognize me. Ex- 
haustion, and" rheumatism, the latter 
acquired through 
lying there« wal- 
lowing ray way back in the mud. in- 
valided me back to the depot for a 
fortnight's rest. 


"Then they gave me a job as tiis-

tributer of munitions, food, clothing 
and other things meant for the men 
in the front line.

> Trench fighting, which l)as played 
such an irjportant part In the pres- 
ent European conflict, is- not as old 


as some of the other tactics in uae 
at the present time. Mass forma- 
tions have been in use 
ever since 
the time of Alexander, and flank at- 
tacks have been employed ever, since 
there 
hsB been war. 
But trench' 
fighting was originated during the 
Mexican war in 
Air OLD 
PRACTICE. 


When the American ships bom- 
barded Vera Cruz there was .nlso a 
•large landing party under General 
Sicott, which was subjected \o a ter- 
rlflc rifle fire from the Mexican sol- 
diers within the vown. As vhoro was 
no natural shelter, the officers hit 
upon the plan of using trenches with 


which to protect their men. Accord- 
ingly, a long ditch was dug around. 
the town. This proved to be very ef- 
fective and has been used a great 
deal ever since by nearly every na- 
tion. 
This was the first staTge of 
the new acientlflcally 
constructed 
network, of trenches that 
extend 
along 
the 
different 
battlefields 
throughout Europe. 


In this Vera Cmz battle, trenches 
were used only by one side, while In 
later years tbey were used by both 
sides, and for an entirely different 
purpose. In tbe Mexican war thej 
were used as a shelter, and. Indi- 
rectly as a means of capturing tlid 
city, while at present thoy play th« 
most prominent part in the c^tnr^ 
ing itself. 


The time at which the real devel- 
opment of trench fighting began was 
when the Federal troops were tier- 
ing to capture Richmond, during th* 
civil war. 
One of the greatest ob- 
stacles waa the town of Petersburg, 
which had to be taken before the 
Union army could march on to thè 
goal. The town was surrounded by 
eztenaive fields and these were all 
mined, thus making it practically 
impossible to capture It without an 
enormous loss of life. 


The Federals tried to capture it by 
counter-mining, rather than by open 
attacks, a mode of fighting that was 
almost unknown at the time. They 
started by digging trenches under 
cover of the night in\he direction of 
the Confederate lines and spending 
the daytime in safety. This was the 
firiBt time 
that 
both 
sides used 
trenches 
at the 
same time. 
The 
same method of attack 
is used at 
present and is called sapping, a sep- 
arate branch of the army being de- 
voted to it. In the Wilderneas cam-

Many of the early peaches are not 
good to be used in canning. 
They are 
more "watery," lack flavor and do not 
keep their shape when cooked. 


The best success 
is secured if the 
fruit is not over ripe and the late va- 
riety are used. 


August weather is hard on the "can- 
ner as well as the canned" 
and 
the 
peaches of 
September keep better in 
the can. ^ 


Small sized peaches should be 
can- 
ned whole or made into peach 
butter 
or marmalade. 


Peach 
Butter. 


TJse ripe peaches, put them into cold 
water, rub off "fuzz" and then peel and 
put into 
preserving 
kettle to 
cook. 
When soft, measure and add one cup 
of sugar for each cup and a half 
of 
cooked peaches used. 
Put back over 
very 
slow 
fire ari^ boil very 
slowly 
until the butter i^'clear and does not 
lun when a little is turned into a dish. 


The greatest care must be exercised, 
for it will stick to the kettle and burns 
very easily. 
Seal while hot. 


VHioIe Peaches Canned. 


Select those of even size; peel and 
drop them into a can that is filled with 
v;ater. 
WTien can is full of 
peaches 
(mudi of the Water 
will have 
been 
foiced out) add one cup of sugar and 
one teaspoonful of lemon juice, put on 
top and set can in steamer over kettle 
of water. 
Heat slowly and boil 
an 
hour. 
Allow to cool in steamer. Next 
day boil again for an hour. 
If all sugar 
is not dissolved in can turn the can 
"upside down" while steaming the sec- 
ond ' day. 
The third day steam again 
an hour; tighten tops and cool slowly.

PicÚíed Peaches. 


Put five pounds of sugar to a pint 
of vinfegar, add one tablespoonful 
of 
cloves 'and two sticlcs. of cinnamon into 
•preeervihg kettle and boil-twelve min- 
vtes. 
Weigh sevei» pounds 
of cling- 
stone peaclies, 
Peel only as m ^ y 
at 
a time as will fill one can, 
drop 
the 
l>eeled peathes into the hot syrup and 
cook until tender but firm. Do not boil 
until ' they lose 
their 
shape. 
Take 
peaches out of syrup and put them into 
cans that are set in hot water. 
Pro- 
ceed until all are cooked, then cook 
syrup down for ten minute and pour 
1'ot over the peaches. 
Screw on cov- 
ers and set away, in cool place. 


Figged Peaches. 


Peel, pit and halve 
peaches. 
Put 
layer of peaches in bottom of preserv- 
ing kettle. 
Do not crowd them. 
Put 
over them just enough water to keep 
fruit from sticking to kettle. 
Sprinkle 
poaches with layer of sugar and boil 
until tender. 
Take up on platters and 
set them out in hot sun to remain un- 
til they are thoroughly dry or "figged." 
i'ack away in flat boxes with 
sugar 
sprinkled between each layer of fruit. 


Peach 
Marmalade. 


Peel, stone and cut in half enough, 
ptaches to weigh six pounds. 
Put in 
preserving kettle with one quart 
of 
water. 
Cover and put over slow fire 
and boil for an hour; stir to keep from 
scorching. 
Add six pounds of granu- 
lated sugar and cook slowly an hour 
longer. 
Stir often or it will burn. The 
marmalade should be thick, smooth and 
clear or "glossy" looking. 
Put it into 
small jars or tumblers and when cool 
cover top with thin coating or paraffine 
and set in cool, dry place.

The Hague, Netherlands, Aug.

I By the adoption of the landstrum bill 
on .July 30 the total number of trained 
Eoldiers in Holland will be 
increased 
eventually to approximately 550,000 in- 
s-toad of 330,000 who are now under 
arms. 


The bill provides for the calling up 
of men who hitherto have been released 
from service. 
These 
include 
certain 
categories of students; those who are 
Mipporting families and those who have 
beeTi relieved from military duty 
be- 
ca\!se they have brothers already serv- 


u.g. 


The yearly class of military age av- 
frngos about 58,000, of which only 23,- 
000 are incorporated in the army. 
Of 
tlie 
35,000 who escape 
service 
17,000 
pre regarded as 
physically unfit 
and 
18,000 are relieved for 
causes 
above 
rnoiitloned. 


The new law calls systematically to 
the colors those men who were formerly 
relieved. 
The youngest class which is 
due to present itself in 1915 will be 
incorporated 
immediately 
for 
four 
months' training. 
At the same time an 
C(|i!a! number of the oldest men 
Avho 
have been 
serving since 
mobilization 
wili be sent to their homes. 
Thus the 
arm> actually with the colors will re- 
main at the same strength 
as now. Men 
liable, who were not called up in 1914, 
v>'ill be called up for a similar period 
after the 1915 class has completed its 
course and the ne.vt oldest class 
of 
men will 
be 
automatically 
relieved. 
Then will follow the class of 1913 and 
other classes in order until all fit men 
up to thirty years of age have received 
mililary training. 
The whole 
550,000 
Avill be available for immediate mobiliza- 
tion in the event of the country being 
endangered. 


Formerly the number of men reliev- 
ed from military service was greater 
iJ-an now. averaging for the last ten 
years 22,000 yearly, so the total 
in- 
crease in the number of traine<l men ia 
expected to reach about 220,000. 


It was originally 
intended that the 
measure should include all men up to 
lorty, but strong opposition caused the 
iiovcrnment to change its plan in this 
rcspect.

were open and licensed under the law, 
and were without restriction 
as 
to 
number. 
I was afterward sent to con- 
pre.ss. where I served six years. 
At 
this time liquor was openly sold in tTie 
restaurants of both wings of the Cap- 
itol. 
U])on being elected governor, 
I 
prepared a careful message 
expressing 
the opinion that prohibition as a gov- 
ernmental policy 
was 
fundamentally 
wrong. 
I 
thought that 
such a law 
would result in multiplying the evils of 
the liquor traffic instead of correcting 
them and holding them in check. This 
message • • • has been circulated as 
campaign material, published in liquor 
journals and in books, and used as ar- 
guments by those who were contesting 
the adi'ance of the prohibition 
senti- 
ment. • * « My life has had deep sor- 
rows. 
I have seen the trail of liquor 
everywhere. 
I have seen it drag down 
many of the associates of my boyhood, 
consi.gning them to untimely graves. I 
liave seen its forked lightning strike my 
iirni-iorn. 
I have tried to help him in 
hi.s brave but melancholy struggle for 
redemptiôn. 
At last "I havç felt its 
blow as it turned upon me its shaming 
wrath—upon me who had pleaded be- 
fcre the people for its very existence.

Take half the corn crop, add to it 
the cotton crop and the wheat crop in 
the United States and the total value 
ig Avhat is spent for liquor in the Uni- 
ted States 
in one year. 
-The yearly 
saloon bill is $2,250,000,000. 


This much is drunk up, and of it no 
tangible 
value 
remains. . The 
same 
amount spent in public buildings would 
make the country permanently 
beau- 
tiful; the same as to parks in cities or 
the improvement of slums. 
But when 
this much is spent in Uquor, while the 
temporary effect is supposed to be the 
production 
of 
a 
physical exhilaration 
which passes for happiness the sum to- 
tal is a larger measure of unhappiness 
ertpressed in terms of physicp^l reaction, 
bad 
health, 
damage 
to 
usefulness, 
wreckage of domestic relations and all 
the well known wretchedness caused to 
other people. 


There is no economic 
defense 
for 
liquor. 
If it is to be defended at all 
it must be on the basis of the value of 
the temporary exhilaration produced by 
alcohol and this 
defense would hold 
equally well for the nse of cocaine, mor- 
phine, heroin or any other drug. 


If the amount spent* for liquor in a 
year in the United States were used 
for educating the rising generation, the 
result would b e three times as much 
education aB is noW given. 
At 
least 
we spend only orte-third as much for 
education in a yea^ nirinely $750,000,000, 
as we do for liqupr. This carries

cial affairs of the Rock Island raihoad 
disclosing losses 
in stock 
transactiinis 
totalling many millions of dollars and 
enormous- profits to promoters of hohi- 
ing companies, the commission's invo»^- 
tigation began almost a year and a hnlt 
ago, was brought to a close.' The coni- 
mission charges the Rock 
Island's di- 
rectors 
with 
niisrepresentatibn 
of 
ais- 
eets in their reports to stockholders, 
practice which it severely condemns and 
suggests that those guilty of such nets 
"should be subject to adequate 
penal- 
ties." 


The commission sharply critisizes the 
alleged improper stock transactions by the 
Rock 
Island 
official.s, the

it says, 
cmhasizes the need of 
railway 
directors 
who

"There are too many passive directors," 
the commission says, "who -acquiesce in 
what is being done without

HE little Prince Diar-

THE LEOPARD MOTH DESTROYS TREES 


This Moth, Which Has Recently Made Its Appearance in America, Has Long Been 
Known as a Borer Into Trunks of Various Kinds of Trees All Over 
Europei Parts of Africa, and in Corea and Japan. 


Many of the magmifiicent elms that 
have 
stood 
as 
landmarks 
on 
the 
Btreets In New England cities for over 
a century are dying with 
little 
out- 
ward apparent cause. 
And not only 
are the veterans being destroyed, but 
trees of all ages suffer where 
appar- 
ently 
receiving 
sufficient food 
and

moisture. Dead branches may be seen 
In numbers, standing above the leafy 
masses in the tree tops. 
Each storm 
brings down many branches, and 
if 
the broken ends are 
examined, 
one 
will notice that just underneath 
the 
bark the branch 
has 
been 
girdled. 
This is the work of an Insect that has 
only recently reached 
this 
country, 
but which has already proved Itself a 
very serious insect enemy 
of 
shade 
trees—the leopard moth. 


Since the larvae bores largely In the 
sapwood and c9.mbrium, the damage 
done by it Is unusually severe, the work 
of one Insect often being sufficient to 
kill a small tree. 
Remaining in the 
wood during the greater part 
of 
its 
life, it is rarely seen by the casual ob- 
server, and for the same 
reason 
no 
general and convenient 
methods of 
controlling It are available, as in the 
case of insects which eat the foliage. 
It does not confine Itself to elms, but 
Is a very general feeder, being found 
to some extent on nearly all decidu- 
ous trees and larger shrubs. 
It also 
attacks the cherry, 
apple, 
pear 
and 
plum trees in England, and has been 
known to kill young walnut trees. 


The adult moths appear 
during 
a 
period extending from May to 
Sep- 
tember. 
The male Is much the small- 
er, atid flies with ease, belng'attract- 
ed by the electric lights. 
The female 
Bies very little, preferlng if possible, 
to lay eggs on the same 
tree 
where 
she emerged from the pupa. 
For this 
reason, high trees, isolated, 
and 
one 
hundred feet or more away from oth- 
ers injured by the leopard moth, may 
remain uninfested 
for 
j'ears, 
while 
continuous rows of trees with branch- 
es touching are soon Infested through- 
o u t 


Tne eggs are inserted in crevices in 
the bark, or beneath plates 
of 
bark, 
one to several in a place, 
usually 
in 
the higher branches of the tree. 
They 
may also be laid on 
the 
trunks 
of

small trees. 
The larvae do not enter 
the branch at the place 
where 
they 
hatch, but crawl some distance to the 
smaller twigs. 
Each female may de- 
posit from 400 to 800 eggs. 


As the leopard moth Is a pest chief- 
ly of cities and towns, it 
is 
thought 
that certain birds, 
especially wood- 
peckers, assist in checking it, espec- 
ially in 
the 
country 
districts. 
The 
habits of the moths in 
flying 
about 
electric lights would lead one to 
ex- 
pect that many of them would be eat- 
en by bat« and night flying birds. 
It 
Is also believed -^that sparrows some- 
times feed upon the eggs 
or 
young 
larvae. 
One writer, however, 
states 
that the leopard moth 
is 
a 
serious 
pest only where the English sparrow 
has driven away the native birds. No 
other explanation can be given of the 
scarcity of the leopard moth 
in 
the 
country, adjacent to 
Infested 
towns, 
except the presence of 
Insectivorous 
birds. 
While

branch of the tree to another, a ha".:! 
of this insect, it is exposed to the ai- 
tacks of birds. 


Many girdled branches in full leaf 
are broken off by storms. 
Nearly all 
of these contain the caterpillar which 
has done the girdling, n.nJ the branch 
soon wilts and dies, 
Thoufh most oX 
the larv'ae desert the 
Lrar.ch 
within 
two or three days after it falls, insects 
In shrunken and dy'ng ccndition have 
been found in the ¡irnnches, showing 
that they cannot suFtain life 
nn 
the 
dpad wood. 
It is al?o 
evident 
that 
ver>- few of those 
which 
leave 
the 
branch are able to 
again 
find 
and 
climb a large tree. 


The newly hatched larvae are great 
climbers. 
A number were 
placed 
at 
the base of a fresh lilac bush and soon 
commenced to 
climb. 
On 
reaching 
the twigs, they were at once taken off. 


and again placed at the 
liB-se, 
when 


they would 
Immediately.^ 
commence 
climbing again. 
In this way four ol 
those making the 
greatest 
progress 
had In four hours traveled distances 
varying from 
twenty-live . to eighty 
feet. 
Other 
experiments 
showed 
that some newly hatched larvae were 
alj»e to crawl from fifty to one 
hun- 
dred feet on 
the 
ground, 
through 
grass and rubbish, while others would 
protect themselves 
by 
spinning 
tor 
gether small particles of 
sticks 
and 
dirt. 


In view of the protected life led by 
this Insect, treatment is especially dif- 
ficult. Tunneling under the, bark dur- 
ing the greater part of its life, it is not 
affected 
by 
arsenical 
or 
contact 
sprays. 
The protracted period during 
which it may appear as a moth hin- 
ders effective action against the adult. 
Isolated trees, recently infested, 
and 
small trees with smooth bark, can be 
saved by a thorough inspection two or 
three times a year, followed by the re- 
moval of infested branches and the 
destruction of larvae found, either by 
the Injection 
of 
carbon 
disulirhide 
(bisulphide) into their burrows or the 
insertion of a hooked wire to draw 
them out • Large trdfes badly infested 
should be cut down 
at 
once. 
Many 
people are averse to haying trees re- 
moved from In front of their property 
until they are very far gone, but stern 
•measures are necessary in preventing 
-he spread of the disease.

Rabiet Not Umited 


To Any Season 


According to Dr. O. McDanI«I, "Do» 
Days" do not Influence the occurrence 
of rabies. 
The Important point, how- 
aver, is that anyone bitten by a do» 
cuspecCad of being rabid, regardless 
of the season of the year, should re- 
ceive proper attention. 


The suspected dog should be kept 
under observation 
for at 
least 
two 
weeks. 
If it remain* well, rabies is 
excluded. 
If it becomes sick or dies, 
the head should be examined by the 
Pasteur 
Department 
of 
the. 
State 
Board of Health, and the individuals 
bitten should report at the 
depart- 
ment for treatment. 


Rabies is usually fatal to dogs in 
from three to Ave days after the first 
symptoms are observed. 
Individuals 
bitten by rabid dogs, unless under 
treatment, become sick in ftom 
five 
to nlhe weeks. 
The popular belief 
that individuals may develop 
symp- 
toms several months or years later is 
as false as the belief that Dog Days 
cause mad dogs. 


Lambs in the Corn 


It Is good practice 
to 
turn 
the 
lambs into the corn fleld as soon as 
the corn Is matured 
ehough 
so 
It 
cannot be hurt by them. 
They should 
of course be turned in while the weeds 
are yet young and tender. 
They will 
then crop them down and in doing so 
will render the most munificent serv- 
ice to the fleld. They will also crop 
off the lower leaves of the corn and in 
this 
way 
will 
obtain 
much 
food 
without probably doing any harm to 
the corn. 
The 
shade 
furnished 
by 
the corn when the weather Is unus- 
ually hot will be good for the lambs. 


When 
lambs 
newly weaned 
are 
turned into such fields it may be neces- 
sary to supplement the food given to 
them. 
It probably will be necessary. 
The weeds grow much In the shade, 
and consequently will be more Insipid 
than if they grow In bright sunshine. 
Even when newly weaned lambs are 
turned into graze on good 
pasture, 
they should as a rule be given a sup- 
plement of grain. 
When they pas- 
ture amid corn. If thus fed, the lambs 
will not only be directly benefited but 
the fertility added to the land, 
or 
some of it, will be 
proportionately 
helpful.

Give a little raw meat every day; 
also finely chopped onions or other 
tender green food. 


Keep plenty of grit within

HOUSING THE FOWLS IN ALL SEASONS 


Poultry Buildings Need Not Be Built of Brick and Stone, (in Fact They iSeldom Are), 
to Be Ideal; Very Inezpensiye houses Blay Be Utilized For Fowls, But 
They Must Be Well Ventilated, and They Must Be Kept Clean» 


A good poultry house need not be 
expensive. 
It can be made of rough 
boards of any kind. 
If a floor is used 
it shouid be made of a double thick- 
ness of planks with a sheet of build- 
ing paper between. 
The sides and 
roof should be covered with heavy 
tar paper, battened down over all the 
cracks, the essential thing beliig to 
prévient any draughts whatever. 


The roosting closet should be sep- 
arate 
from 
the 
laying 
room 
and 
scratching shed. 
Hens should never 
be fed In the 
roosting closet 
nor 
should the floor of the closet be cov- 
ered 
with 
straw, 
as 
this 
gathers 
dampness. 
Many successful poultry- 
men do not use dropping boards at 
all but clean the floor every 
day, 
which Is, all things considered, prefer- 
able. 
Of course, if the droppings are 
allowed to accumulate on the 
floor 
the conditions will be as bad as if 
alloiRred to accumulate on the drop- 
ping boards. 
Cleanliness is always 
essential and whether the dropping 
boards are used or not the roosting 
house should be kept perfectly clean 
and dry at all times. 


By sprinkling e. little dry earth or 
sand on the floor the droppings may 
be removed In a fev/ moments and 
the floor can be kept clean with very 
little effort. 


The 
laying 
nests 
should 
be 
ar- 
ranged In an apartment adjoining the 
roosting closet and 
here the 
birds 
may be fed. 
This laying and scratch- 
ing shed should be entirely open to 
the south, the front being covered 
with wire to prevent the intrusion of 
rats and other rodents. 


A box of grit and a box of dry road 
dust should be always kept In the 
scratching shed. No matter how care- 
ful one may be fowls cannot be kept 
entirely 
free from vermin 
without 
having constant access to dry dust. 
It Is their natural way of protecting 
themselves from vermin and if they 
are confined without being allowed to 
dust themselves they are sure to be 
affected. 


Nests should be placed at least two 
feet above the floor with a board so 
placed on an incline that the hens 
can easily walk up to the nest instead 
of being compelled to fly up. 
Toung 
pullets heavy with egg are often in- 
jured by flying up to, and down from 
nests placed too high. 


Nests 
should 
be 
arranged 
with 
movable bottoms so that the contents 
may be frequently removed and the 
nests kept perfectly clean. 
The nest

should not be less than 
14 inches 
square In size, particularly for the 
larger breeds of birds. 


No attempt is made here to go Into 
the scientific considerations of poultry 
houses used by fanciers or very large 
poultry breeders, but the information 
given is intended for the benefit of 
the small flock raiser, the farmer or 
suburban dweller. 


The ground 
plan of the 
poultry 
house shown here is 12 feet by 30 
feet, and is divided into parts each 12 
feet by 10 feet. 


The compartment on the right Is 
used as a winter roosting and laying 
place. 


The center as a scratching shed In 
winter and a shelter from rain and 
sun during the summer. 


The room at the left Is used during 
the winter as a place of exercise and j 
in which to feed mashes and to water 
the fowls. 
This room also contains 
dust boxes and where the feed is 
stored. 


A, A, A, in the dotted squares rep- 
resent the windows or their location 
in the front of the house. 
B, B, is 


K, the dtist box. 
li, the drinking fountain. 
M, M, M, the floor whteh should M 
of sand and grravel. 


N, the dropping board In winter 
roosting department. 


A house of these dimensions should 
be nine feet-in front and seven feel 


sided up solid to' the line running 
from B to B one and' one-half feet 
high. 


The line running from C to XT is the 
top of a four-feet high poultry netting 
which runs the entire length of the 
house. 


There is a drop curtain arranged in 
each rpom to come down next to this 
wire In stormy weather or cold nights. 
From C, G, to top of the house Is 
planked up solid except the windows, 
as shown in A, A, A,—D, D. D. the 
nest boxes under the dropping board N. 


There are two rows of nests—one 
facing the scratching shed, the other 
facing the right-hand room. 
A trap 
nest may be arranged very conveniently 
here. 


E Is a drop curtain in front of the 
roosts In the winter department, which 
is to be let down at night. 
F is the 
roosting poles in the winter quarters.

tall in the rear. 
It may be made ol 
any stuff at hand, or to suit "th# 
builder. 


Many successful poultrymen prefer 
dirt floors, but unies® these ara prop- 
erly 
constructed 
they 
will 
beeom* 
damp and muddy and a source of 
great 
annoyance 
to 
the 
person 
la 
charge of the flock and a danger to 
the health of the birds themaelyea. 
A 
dirt floor should be fllled in abova th« 
level of the ground at least four In- 
ches with very coarse sand or gravai 
or broken rock and on top of this 
three or four inches of light soil, tho 
whole covered with a heavy coatln* 
of dry sand. 


A 
floor 
of 
this kind 
will 
realit 
dampness unless the house is butlt 
in a low or swampy place. 
No matter 
where located the ground should be 
thoroughly drained on all sides of tho 
house on the outside. 
Of course tho 
Ideal dry dirt floor is made by flrst lay- 
ing tiled drains at the depth of abovt 
six Inches, eighteen inches apart th« 
entire length of the houso. exteiidlng 
out on each side from six to eight 
tee*. 
This 
will absolutely 
prevent 
dampness. 


The 
open-front 
houses 
naay 
b« 
adapted to the small flock of the farm 
or to any number of birds by simply 
multiplying the units. 
This form o£ 
poultry house has been tried In all 
climates and has proven more satis- 
factory than any other. 


In 
the 
extreme 
northern 
state» 
where the thermometer falls to many 
degrees below zero it is well to pro- 
tect the birds, at night by a thin mus- 
lin curtain attached to a roller which 
may be rolled up during the day and 
let down at night but in moderato 
climates this protection Is not at all 
necessary. 
A muslin curtain should 
be of such texture that the air may 
pass through It, otherwise 
draught« 
will be caused and draughts are posi- 
tively the most harmful 
conditloni 
that can affect poultry. 


The open-front curtahied 
poultrj 
house has been thoroughly tried at th* : 
experiment stations of Maine, Minno. 
sota, Montana and 
in other 
statei 
where the temperature falls to 20 do 
grees or more below aero, and witl 
excellent success. 


In those localities where there k 
little snow-fall but excessive molstun 
during the winter months, the curtaini 
should be left off for in these cas« 
they are sure to hold dampness in thi 
i house. 


Water Used by Crop| 


Drouth resistance in crops does not 
seem to be so much a matter of using 
a small amount of water as of ability 
to go after water in the soil or to wait 
until moisture comes. 
This conclusion 
may be drawn from investigations be- 
ing made by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture In Colorado, to de- 
termine 
the water requirements 
of 
different kinds of plants. 


Alfalfa is generally considered 
a 
very drouth-resistant crop; when once 
started It can withstand almost any 
degree of drouth for long periods. But 
to produce the same quantity of dry 
matter 
alfalfa requires 
more 
than 
twice as much water as does corn. 
Alfà'fa requires 831 pounds of water 
for each pound of dry matter it pro- 
duces. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
corn, 
which is not considered very drouth- 
resistant, requires only 368 pounds of 
water to produce a pound of dry mat- 
ter. 


AU of the leguminous crops, includ- 
ing peas, beans, vetches, alfalfa, sweet 
clover and other clovers, require large 
amounts of water in proportion to the 
dry matter they produce. 
Some of the 
most common weeds, such as tumble 
weeds, purslane and Russian thistlps, 
require a very small amount of water 
In proportion to dry matter. The cereal 
crops come between the legumes and 
the weeds named. 
Wheat uses 
513 
pounds of water for each pound of dry 
matter, and oats uses 597 pounds. Buf- 
falo grass is one of the most economi- 
cal of all plants In Its use of*water; It 
requires only 308 pounds of water to 
vroduce a pound of dry matter. 


In the Colorado experiments it was 
necessary to protect the plants from 
birds, winds and hail storms by means 
't»f 
wire 
covered 
enclosures. 
The 
icreen reduced solar radiation to about 
eighty per cent of the normal. 
Under 
thè conditions of the experiment the 
average amount of water required to 
produce one pound of dry matter with 
Bach kind of plants'was as follows: 


Millet, 310 pounds: sorghum, 322 
pounds; corn, 368 pounds; wheat, 513 
pODnds; barley, 
534 pounds; 
buck- 
wheat, 678 pounds; oats, 597 pounds; 
ryo, 685 pounds; flax, 905 pounds; soy 
b^n«, 744 pounds; sweet clover, 770 
pounds; vetches, 794 pounds; clovers, 
Ì97 pounds, and alfalfa 831^pounds.

The nieth- 
od of treatment would be in the form 
of atomizatlon, and the beinefloent ef- 
fect largely exerted upon the nervoiis 
system.

MARKET SHEEP AND THE WAY TO SHIP THEM 


By W. COFFETE. 


The number of lambs received by 
the large markets greatly exceeds the 
number of sheep 
Before the west 
turned to mutton production the re- 
verse was true, but now It Is esti- 
mated that lambs constitute eighty per 
cent" of the total receipts of the Chi- 
cago market, and doubtless the same 
Is true of the other large markets. 


Not only hM there been a change 
in the relative numbers of sheep and 
lambs marketed, but there has also 
been a change in the distribution of 
the lambs through the different sea- 
sons. 
Formerly, when the supply was 
drawn almost exclusively from native 
flocks, they were on the market In 
appreciable numbers during the «um- 
mer and early autumn months on)y, 
but now they are received every week In 
thé year. As tho large numbers received 
would indicate, lambs are preferred 
by the consumer, and this even dis- 
tribution of them throughout the year 
has doubtless greatly stimulated con- 
sumption. 


A great deal of interest attaches to 
the relative merits of western 
and 
native sheep and lambs for slaughter- 
ing purposes. 
Buyers for the packers 
or meat trade state that the best na- 
tive lamb is better than the best west- 
ern, and the particulars in which it 
excels are the flavor, color and Juiciness 
of its méat 
The same is true of 
sheep although in lesser degree. 
The 
best native lamb is better than the 
best western lamb because it is better 
in breeding and It Is usually better 
fed. 
The western lamb is forced to 
take a great deal of exercise over the 
range in its search for food, and this 
is perhaps one of thf reasons why its 
flesh is darker in color and less Juioy 
than that of the native lamb of prime 
finish that has usually been confined 
to small pastures. 


Choice Leicester«. 


It is claimed that the range grasses 
do not equal those in the districts 
where native lambs are grown in im- 
parting desirable flavor to the 
flesh 
of lambs. 
Lambs fattened on 
the 
range are often driven long distances 
to a shipping point, and subjected to 
several days of scant food and'water 
supply while enroute to market. 
Al- 
though these lambs are usually rested 
a few days at the feeding stations, it 
Is 
believed, 
nevertheless, 
that 
the 
hardahips undergone in reaching the 
market are in part responsible for the 
crlUclsm brought against the 
flavor, 
color and Juiciness of their meat. Tho 
fact that the best native lambs aré 
conceded to be better than the boat 
westeñi lambs for the meat 
trade 
should be a matter of great encoura|[e- 
ment to their producers. 
However, 
producers as a whole should be chiefly 
concerned about the merit of their 
average product, rather than that of 
a few exceptional individuals that sur- 
pass anything else of their claas. Rela- 
tive to this fact the buyers for tho 
packers assert emphatically that the 
average native lamb is much Inferior 
to the average westesn lamb. 
This 
state^nent should 
be seriously 
con- 
sidered by producers of natives in 
general, because when linked with the 


statement that the best native out- 
classes the best western, it suggests 
that 
the 
producers 
of 
natives 
are 
either 
handicapped 
by 
difficulties 
which they cannot control or are open 
to criticism in their methods. 


In shipping sheep or lambs to mar- 
ket care should be taken to handle 
them so they will appear to best ad- 
vantage at tho time of sale. 
The car 
In which they are shipped should be 
well bedded with dry straw or some 
other material which la Its equivalent 
| o r keeping the animals clean. 
It is 
not necessary to give each sheep or 
lamb in the car more space 
than 
enough 
tp 
stand 
comfortably, 
but 
overcrowding should be avoided. 
In 
hot weather especially, overcrowding 
results in losses. 
At this time losses 
are likely to result from mixing lambs 
in 
with 
older 
sheep, 
because 
thp 
lambs 
often 
suffocate 
from 
being 
crowded in between animals 
larger 
than themselves. 


At the time of shipment the fleeces 
of sheep or lambs should be dry. 
If 
they are wet it is diflUcult to keep them 
clean in appearance even though the 
car be woll bedded. 
If they are very 
wet when 
they 
reach 
the 
market 
buyers do not like to bid on them, 
and if they do they attempt to allow 
for tho moisture in the wool by offer- 
ing less for them than if they were 
dry. 


If, at the time of shipment, some 
of the sheep or lambs are foul behind 
from dung being lodged in the wool, 
its is well to clip this soiled wool^off 
before they are loaded. 
This should 
be done because the close crowding In 
tho car causes the shoep that are 
foul to soil the sides of thoso that 
are clean. 
There are also other rea- 
sons for clipping away this soiled wool. 
It detracts from the appearance of 
the animals and from their value when 
considorable in amount. 


Granary and Scale 
House 


A convenient granary is 32x32x14 
feet to the eaves. 
By using a sling 
carrier it is very easy to raise a wagon 
bed of loose grain and turn it around 
and dump it in any bin or crib de- 
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sired and the scale makes it possible 
to know the exact amount of grain 
handled. 
' This is also a help to the farmer 
selling stock, for by using 4 gates 
hooked together he readily has stock 
scales. 


The floor of tho granary should be 
concrete with a thin coat of cement, 
also a low wall of the same and then 
plank frame above. 


Anyone desiring to make it handier 
about loading a wagon can do so by 
'¡raising the'floor up to about 4 feet 
and this provides good feeding pens 
for hoga or sheep or even amall calves. 


The cost of construction is about 
1200.00.—J. C. Shawver.

Need Food and Water. 


The greatest need of the 20,000 or 
^ore people who remained in Galveston 
durmg the storm, is food and water.

Nearly all the 
stores of 
groceries were water 
soaked, packages 
of crackers bringing a price of 
fifty 
cents each. 
Efforts 
to supply these 
people with provisions and water 
are 
being made as rapidly as possible. Both 
ends of the causeway were washed out 
and it will be several weeks before di- 
rect rail connection can be resumed. In 
the meanwhile however, gangs of men 
are busily engaged in clearing the rail- 
road tracks of the debris which is pil- 
ed on them for the four miles between 
Texas City Junction and Texas 
City.

Two Heroes Saved Forty Lives at Sea 
brook, Texas.

the southeast' Texas districts swept by the West Indian hurricane, served to 
ncrease the probable number of dead, but placed estimates of property loss 
several million dollars under the figures variously given. Belated reports, sev- 
eral of which were unconfirmed, sent the total of dead above 400, while today's 
reports indicated the property damage would be less than $15,000,000 all told, 
with Galveston and Houston the heaviest sufferers. 
A newspaper correspond- 


ent 'returned from Galveston with the estimate that property damage there 
would be about $10,000,000. Estimates based on reports 
received in Dallas 


placed the Galveston damage as low as $3,000,000. 


In Houston property valued at Sl,-000,000 to $2,000,000 was destroyed. The 


list of reported dead fluctuated as the hours passed, and it was believed prob- 
able that the exact number of dead could not be definitely determined. 


The dredge, Sam Houston, was reported lost 
with 
56 persons, and the 


dredge, San Jacinto, with a crew of 50, was missing and believed to be lost. 
Thirty persons who boarded a steamer at Port Bolivar light house, were be- 
lieved to have perished when the vessel broke her moorings and drifted out in- 
to the gulf. No word had been received from 100 persons marooned on Marsh 
island, 150 miles southwest of New Orleans. 


In addition to these reports a number of vessels that were out in the gulf 


when the hurricane struck, were yet nn reported and other tugs and steamers 
were known to have been lost, although no information as to the loss of life 
on them was available. 


That Galveston did not suffer a worse fate than in 
the 
storm of fifteen 


years ago was ascribed by her citizens t o the costly sead wall built by the city 
against just such a disaster as the pr sent one.

waters of the streams the growth of vegetation in the channels and 
the encroachments of private property upon the embankments 
would be to a great extent prevented.

"In two days we were at Soissons, 


and immediately we were sent to the 
trenches. That was in August. Now 
at that point I must confess that life 
in the trenches was not very excit- 
ing. 
Since September 
both sides 


have held about the same positions, 
^wlth tho exception of the incident in 
January, when the river rose, car- 
ried off a bridge, and left part of our 
force on its further side. The Ger- 
mans immediately attacked, and 
forced the French back over to the 
main body. 


"It should be explained that one 


reason for the. apparent inactivity 
at Soissons was the fact that in their 
march on Paris German engineers 
had taken the precaution to prepare 
trenches in the quarries, situated on 
a high plateau. 
Granite trenches 


are something'whoso. taking would 
reoaive tho sacrifice of a tremendous 
number of men. The French gen- 
erals, following Joffro's policy of 
saving his soldiers and wearing out 
the enemy nibbling, think that, in 
time they will be able to surround 
the plateau.

Now, when I was first 
drilled I was instructed that the im- 
portant thing about screening one's 
self was to be able to take advan- 
tage of any accidental shelter af- 
forded by a rock. It seems incredi- 
ble, but a stone six Limes as big as 
one's fist, will absolutely hide your 
body if you lie behind it, and at 300 
meters an observer 
cannot detect 


you. I threw myself flat, and began 
to cast about for a stone that large. 
It was remarkable how few rocks 
were on the surface at that point.

This was the first stage of 
the new scientifically 
constructed

throughout Europe. 


In .this Vera Cruz battle, trenchei 


were used only by one aide, while la 
later years they were used by both 
aides, and for an entirely different 
purpose. In the Mexican war they 
were used as a shelter, and, indi- 
rectly as a means of capturing the 
city, while at present they play tie 
most prominent part in the captur- 
ing itself. 


The time at which the real devel- 


opment of trench fighting began was 
when the Federal troops were try- 
Ing to capture Richmond, during th« 
civil war. One of the greatest ob- 
stacles was the town of Petersburg, 
which had to he taken before the 
Union army could march on to the 
goal. The town was surrounded by 
extensive fields and these were all 
mined, thus making it practically 
impossible to capture it without an 
enormous loss of life. 


The Federals tried to capture it by 


counter-mining, rather than by open 
attacks, a mode of fighting that was 
almost unknown at the time. They 
started by digging trenches under 
cover of the night in the direction of 
the Confederate lines and spending 
the daytime in safety. This was the 
first 
time that 
both sides used 


trenches 
at. the same time. The 


same method of attack is vised at 
present and is called sapping, a sep- 
arate branch of the army being de- 
voted '.o it. In the Wilderness cam- 
paign in 
the civil 
war. both the 


North and South 
used trenches, a 


fact that shows that, '..heir value was

THE LEOPARD MOTH DESTROYS 


This Moth WMch Has Eecently Made Its Appearance in America, Has, Long Been 


Known as a Borer Into Trunks of Various Kinds of Trees All Over 


Europe, Parts of Africa, and in Corea and Japan. 


Many of the magntflicent elms that 


have stood as landmarks on the 
ttreets In New England cities for over 
a century are dying with little out- 
ward apparent cause. And not only 
are the veterans being destroyed, but 
trees of all ages suffer where appar- 
ently receiving sufficient 
food and

mall trees. The larvae do not enter 
he branch at the place where they 
hatch, but crawl some distance to the 
smsller twigs. Each female may de- 
posit from 403 to 800 eggs. 


As the leopard moth Is a pest chtef- 


y of cities and towns, it is thought 
that certain birds, especially wood- 
peckars, assist in checking It, espec- 
ally in the country districts. The 
habits of the moths in flying about 
electric lights would lead one to ex- 
pect that many of them would be eat- 
en by bato and night flying birds. 
It 


is also b-elieved that sparrows some- 
times feed upon the egga or young 
larvae. 
One writer, however, states 


that the leopard moth is a serious 
pest only where the English sparrow 
has driven away the native birds. No 
other explanation can be given of the 
scarcity of the leopard moth in the 
country, adjacent to infested towns, 
except the presence of insectivorous 
birds. 
While traveling 
from 
one 


and again placed at tha b£le. when 
Lhey would immediately 
commence 


climbing again. In this way four of 
those making the greatest progress 
had in four hours traveled distances

This Is the work of an Insect that has 
only recently reached this country, 
but which has already proved Itself a 
very jerioas Insect enemy 
of shade 


trees—the leopard moth. 


Since the larvae bor«s largely In the 


sapwood and cambrlum. the damage 
done by It is unusually severe, the work 
of one Insect often being sufficient to 
kill a small tree. Remaining In the 
•wood during the greater part of Its 
life, it is rarely seen by the casual ob- 
server, and for the same reason no 
general and convenient 
methods of 


controlling It are available, as In the 
case of insects which eat the foliage. 
3t doe* not confine Itself to elms, but 
Is a very general feeder, being found 
to some extent on nearly all decidu- 
ous trees and larger shrubs. It alsc 
attacks the cherry, apple, pear 
plum trees In England, and has been 
known to kill young walnut trees. 


The adult moths appear during i 


period extending from May to Sep 
tember. The male Is much the small 
fT. and fllo." with case, being attract 
pd by the electric lights. The femak 
Dies very little, preferlng If possible 
to lay cgps on the snme tree wher 
l>hc emerged from the pupa. For thl 
reason, high trees. Isolated, and on

Water Used by Crops 


Drouth resistance In crops does not 


peem to be so much a matter of using 
I, small amount of water as of ablllty 
to go after water in the soli or to wait 
until moisture comes. This conclusion 
may bo drawn from Investigations be- 
ing made by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture In Colorado, to de- 
termine the water requirements of 
different kinds of plants. 


Alfalfa, is generally considered a 


very drouth-resistant crop; when once 
started it can withstand almost any 
degree of drouth for long periods. But 
to produce the same quantity of dry 
matter 
alfalfa rcq,ulres more than 


twice as much water as does corn 
Alfa'fa requires 831 pounds of water 
for each pound of dry matter It pro- 
duces. 
On the other hand, corn 


which is not considered very drouth- 
resistant, requires only 36S pounds of 
water to produce a pound of dry mat- 
ter.AU of the leguminous c.rops, Inclurt 
Ing peas, beans, vetches, alfalfa, r.wee 
clover and other clovers, retiuirn large 
amounts of water In proportion to th 
dry matter they produce. Rome of th. 
most common weeds, such ss tumbl 
weeds, purslane and Russian thistles 
require a very small amount of watc 
In proportion to dry matter. The cereal
